get” ws may claim 
difference from the rf of Europe 
she was never conquered by the Romans. ' 
Whether that is a point of superiority or) 
not may be argued., Historians, ethno- 
logists and some apologists may use the 
fact for their own deletions ends. A 
party has been in evidence of late years in 
pressing: a Roman ancestry on the Eng- 
lish people. They say. that the Roman 
influence in Great Britain was not. entirely. 
destroyed by the Saxon invader. They 
say that the Roman in his years 
of power was no mere overlord — that 
he not only settled in the land, but 
intermarried with the Britons, and in the 
course of time became assimilated, to form 
a Roman-British race, whose traces may 
well have survived all later conquests. 

Let that be as it will, We know, or 
think we know, that Treand remained out- 
side the sweep of that all-comquering arm. 
We have. indeed, been told that the 
Roman never set foot in Ireland; but is 
that so? What foundation is there for 
the statement save a negative. one—the 
absence of records? How many. reasons 
there are for wondering why he should not 
have made tee venture, and for believing 
it possible that he did. 

In all the three hundred and ‘fifty years 
(and some make it four hundred) of the 
Roman domination in Britain there must 
have been many periods when that great 
people felt themselves secure enough in 
the saddle, ‘their hands not too full else- 


. where, to undertake a scheme of further 


conquest. It was not as if Britain were 
the end of Europe. Beyond, across less 
than a hundred miles of sea, lay that 
extreme outpost, Ireland, the uncompleted 
part, perhaps, of more than one plan for 
an Empire of Europe—a reproach to the 
legions that had overrun all the rest. It 
was not as if she had been a quiet neigh- 
bour. Again atd again fierce raids and 
forays from her shores had harried the 
western seaboard of Wales, and spread 
disorder. and unrest far into the settled 
and submissive interior. It would have 
been good policy, one would think, for 
the Romans to annex that troublesome 
island and secure themselves, once for 
all, against the danger of such attacks. 


“.PROVOKING EXCEPTION.’ 


Established firmly in Wales as far as St. 
David's and the outer edge of. Anglesey, 
then was the time for it, and then must 
an ambitious general have looked out 
westward across the water and sighed for 
further conquest—still more so when the 
Roman fleet had beaten the bounds of 
Britain and swept the seas thereof. We 
know that Agricola contemplated an in- 
vasion of Ireland, but did not go forward 
with it, and that is all we hear of the 
project then or thereafter—with one pro- 
voking exception. Mr. Edward Foord, in 
his “ Last Age of Roman Britain,” quotes 
from one Julius Firmicus Maternus, what 
18 presumably the account of a raid on 
Ireland (cirea 343) by Constans LI, 
Kmperor of the West, and makes this ex- 
citing comment—‘ The only possible con- 
clusion is that Constans did what Agricola 
had contemplated, and made a landing in 
Jreland. Whether he accompanied the 
punitive expedition in person cannot be 
said, Firmicus certainly seems to say 
that he did. If so, Constans was the first 
and last Roman Emperor to set foot in 
Ireland, though not, perhaps, the last 
Roman general.” 

lf sounds reasonable enough. Because 
a chronicler has been discredited itedoes 
not follow that he is incapable of setting 
down a fact correctly now and again. He 
has probably no rooted objection to the 
truth, particularly if it helps out his 
story. -Granted, then, that Constans did 
make a raid on Ireland, the questions we 
ask are: Where did he land? How far 
did he go? How long did he stay? As 
Anglesey would have been the probable 
point of embarkation for the expedition, 
then somewhere near Dublin would be 
the natural landing place. There a blow 
might be struck at the heart of the 
country. A fort of the regular Roman 
type must have been constructed. Are 
there, or were there ever, any traces of 
such an erection? The odds are altogether 
against its survival in a part of the 
country so thickly populated, but still 
there is just a chance. 


LACK OF EVIDENCF. 


How far did the invader go?. That 
depends to some extent on the last .ques- 
tion—how Jong did he stay? If ne more 
than a punitive raid was intended, there 
will have been little or nothing left to 
mark his track. Yet, always supposing 
that the native Irish (or “Scots,” as we 
should call them) did? not drive them to 
their ships again, is.it beyond the bounds 
of possibility that the Romans may have 
seized and held seme portion of the 
country, built a town of sorts, even 
attempted to impose a little of the Roman 
culture on the conquered people? 

lt must be admitted that their traces 
are still to seek. The number of “ finds ”’ 
of Roman origin throughout Ireland is 
not. known to exceed about twenty-five, 
and most of them are exhibited either in 
the British Museum or our own in Kil- 
dare street. Probably the most important 
is that known as the “‘Coleraine hoard ” 
of silver ornaments in the British 
Museum. Of course any or all of these 
may well have come by means of the small 
commerce between the two countries, or 
as the result of raids. on Britain. Scanty 
as are the finds, and weak as to the 
documentary eviderce, there is, perhaps, 
enough to furnish a suggestion for further 
inquiry which might be followed up by 
those better qualified than the writer. 
To all lovers of ancient history, and parti- 
cularly of ancient Trish history, it is a 
fascinating subject. 


AN ULSTER ACADEMY 
OF ARTS. 


FOUNDATION MEMBERS 
ELECTED. 


A conference of artists, sculptors, and 
architects, held in Belfast last night, unani- 
mously décided to form an Ulster Academy of 
Arts. The object of the movement is to 
encourage the expression of the Northern 
spirit in painting, architecture, and sculpture, 
and to give art a recognised status in Ulster, 
and make it an integral part of Uleter life. 

Mr. T. Eyre Macklin, who was elected 
Chairman, said that such an Academy would 
play an important part in the national life of 
the Ulster people. Ulster had a character 
peculiar to herself, and her art was different 
in expression to that of otner people. Now 
that Ulster was an independent province, with 
her own Government, it was essential that 
she should have, and be given, a rightful 
opportunity for: the full 5 odiemens and 
expression of her art, and should have an 
Academy through which to build up her own 
tradition.

A friend in Brussels sends me an 
interesting account of the St: Patrick's 
Day celebrations in the Belgfan capital, 
arranged ‘ender the auspices of the 
Amitiés' Irlandaises, the organisation 
founded by Count O'Kelly de Gallagh, 
the Saorstdat’s representative in Belgium. 

The ceremonies started on Saturday 
morning with a solemn High Mass in the 
church of the Servite Fathers, which was 
celebrated by the Rev. Father Roche.

NEW VERSION AT CHARITY 
MATINEE. 


In aid of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, a matinée 
performance-of the three-act play by Constance 
Powell-Anderson, “The Curate of St. Chad’s,”’ 
was given at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, 
yesterday.

Nursing and the Home. 


A correspondent who recently drew my 
attention to the success of the Birmingham 
nursing scheme, writes as follows:— 

“When I suggested that Dublin should 
foliow the example of Birmingham, and 
institute a voluntary levy of twopence 
per week towards the hospitals, I made 
the further suggestion that a voluntary 
levy might be instituted to provide nurs- 
ing for the home. I knew at the time 
of the admirable work that is already 
carried on in Dublin by the Queen Vic- 
toria Jubilee Nurses, and I did not 
intend in any way to cast a slur on it. 


Middle-Class Needs. 


“What I had in my mind was -the 
difficulty experienced by many people who 
are not manual workers in meeting the 
sudden call on their purse when sickness 
comes to the family. I was thinking of 
people who do not like to take advantage 
of the excellent ‘ Jubilee’ organisation, of 
professional men, clerks and those living 
on small fixed incomes, who, in ordinary 
circumstances, can carry on quite comfort- 
able, but when there is a long illness in 
their family find that it is impossible to 
meet the heavy charges for nursing with- 
out landing themselves sometimes irre- 
triévably into debt. 

‘‘Some scheme of insurance could be 
instituted to provide nurses for this class 
of people. I believe that a scheme of 
this sort could be made self-supporting, 
and, if the Committee of the Queen Vic- 
toria Jubilee Nurses were to give the 
matter the benefit of their consideration, 
there are many in Dublin who would rise 
up and call them blessed.”’ 


A Doubtful Recommendation. 


Yesterday I heard a hawker in a Dub- 
lin suburb crying “ Pre-war apples, a 
penny each.’’ If he really meant that 
they dated from before the war one is 
rather glad that he was not hawking eggs 
with the same credentials. Possibly, 
however, he merely wished to convey that 
they were pre-war value. Our street cries 
of to-day may display imagination, but 
it is not of the poetic variety, and of 
melody they have none. Even the golden 
spray of the mimosa, which will meet us 
at every corner in the not far distant 
future, loses some of its appeal when one 
is invited to buy it by a lady with a shrill 
voice and an adenoid accent. 

It is many years since newsboys in the 
streets of Dublin gave up erying the news; 
but there is one young man who is doing 
his best to revive the custom. He is 
generally heard in the outlying districts 
when, the shades of night have fallen, 
emitting a muffled roar in which the 
words “ murder ” or “disaster ” are the 
only ones that can be recognised. If you 
are Íoolish enough to buy the paper, you 
will search in vain for anything to 
justify their use.

In visiting England, the King and 
Queen of Afghanistan have broken many 
Pastern Royal conventions—among which 
may bé counted unpunctuality. 


ISE King of Afghanistan, when he de- 
parts from England, will leave 
behind one memory, if not many more, 
which will always induce Court officials 
and local authorities who entertained him 
to think well of him. So far as lay in his 
own power, he was always to time. This 
is one of the pleasant surprises that he 
has provided, for he is the first royal 
visitor from Eastern lands to realise the 
inconvenience and discomfort caused to 
others by being late. 

There is the story of one potentate who 
strongly objected to the clocks which he 
found in the handsome suite of rooms pro- 
vided for him, and had them removed. 
It was not only that he retained the 
ancient Eastern contempt for time, but he 


also thought it interfered with the com- | 


plete liberty that a monarch should enjoy. 
In this respect King Faisal of Iraq 
caused no little anxiety when he came to 
England. His arrival was late, and re- 
presentatives of the King and the Govern- 
ment, besides a great crowd of spectators, 
waited long on the railway platform to 
welcome him. And, after all, he did not 
arrive! He was invariably late, but 
eventually turned up smiling, and his 
humour made his hosts soon forget 

is unpunctuality. 


METICULOUSLY CAREFUL. 


King George and Queen Mary are 
meticulously careful. about punctuality, 
and, being punctual themselves, their 
Majesties exact the same strict regularity 
from courtiers and servants. Thus, if 
King George is late for any public func- 
tion, it is due to circumstances beyond 
his control. 

Such an occasion provided a story which 
shows the very human good humour of 
the King. It was when, owing to a heavy 
storm, the Royal party could not land on 
arrival at Barbados. The crowds, how- 
ever, lined the streets waiting to give them 
an enthusiastic welcome. 

A band of lively midshipmen hired 
vehicles and set off to Codrington College 
with the idea of cheering up the spectators 
until the Royal visitors should come 
ashore. The throng, strangely enough, 
imagined that the Princes were in those 
carriages, and they. kissed the wheels, 
doors and steps, and took out the horses 
and dragged the “ middies” along in 
triumph. When the Pringe of Wales 
arrived the Royal reception Tied already 
taken place; but the young sailor hugely 
enjoyed the joke. 

No one can be more considerate for wait- 
ing crowds than is the present Prince of 
Wales. Should untoward circumstances 
threaten to delay him, he immediately 
sets his quick wits to work to contrive 
ways of being punctual in his engage- 
ments. There was a notable instance of 
this during his Australian tour, when he 
was due in Melbourne, and the Renown 
was delayed by a fog. 

He instantly decided upon his course of 
action. A destroyer was signalled by 
“wireless,” and the Prince went aboard, 
and set off at top speed for the harbour. 
There His Royal Highness was transferred 
to the Government yacht, and a veteran 
ene took the boat through the fog to the 
anding stage. The story of the resource- 
ful Prince went like wildfire through the 
waiting throng, and they gave him a de- 
monstration which was unforgettable. 


QUEEN VICTORIA. 


It must be admitted that in this fine 
regard for punctuality the British Court 
has broken an unenviable old tradition. 
Queen Victoria was frequently late. It is 
said that om one occasion, when Her 
Majesty was overdue at a public cere- 
mony, a rather fiery and pompous mayor 
had the temerity to protest at the waste 
of his time. Thereupon a courtier in 
attendance rebuked him with the words: 
“Mr. Mayor, you could not wait upon a 
better person,” and, nowadays, if we 
could put the habits of the King and 
Queen into a maxim, it would be, 
“Neither before nor after, but at the 
proper time.”’ 

The King of Spain is another sovereign 
who gives and expects punctuality, but he 
is so nervous lest something should delay 
him at the last moment that he is often 
known to arrive too soon—much to the 
embarrassment of responsible aythorities. 
Some while ago he appeared fr a cere- 
mony in Seville twenty minuteg before the 
officials were on the platform to receive 
him. The loyal demonstration of the 
crowd brought them hurriedly along, and 
they found King Alfonso passing the time 
in an informal inspection of the building 
which he was to declare open. 

This happened, too, during the visit of 
the King of Italy to London. Governors 
and a distinguished gathering were 
assembled in the board-room of a hospital 
waiting to give the King a reception, and 
wondering what was belasing his coming, 
when it was whispered that he was greatly 
enjoying himself in the children’s ward. 
He had arrived too soon.

A LTHOUGH ‘still afar off, the next 


Northern parliamentary election 18 
already causing a good deal of commotion 
in official .political circles. The regent 
attacks by thé Opposition in the House of 
Commons, combined with the party man!)- 
festoes which -have been issued, have 
created some anxiety, and steps are being 
taken to combat any unfavourable im- 
pression they may have made. The 
charges of extravagance brought against 
the Government while thousands of people 
are impoverished through unemployment, 
although they may not be altogether 
sincere, are bound to influence the poorer 
classes, and in these days the vote of even 
the humblest worker is valuable. 

The Prime Minister, who addressed a 
meeting of East Belfast Unionists last 
night, therefore made no secret of the fact 
that he was out for an election campaign 
He said that he instinctively suspected that 
when the election time came a determined 
attack. would be launched against the 
Government, and he was prudently taking 
time by the forelock in warning all loyal- 
ists to brace themselves for a strenuous 
fight and to take heed that their ranks 
remrined unbroken. 


NOT Y8I REVEALED. 


He mentioned also that the form of the 
attack has not yet been revealed, but the 
ordinary man-in-the-street could easily 
tell him that it will take place im the 
polling-booth and on the hustings. The 
struggle will be quite constitutional, and 
it will end’ in a victory for the Govern- 
ment, but it may not be quite so crushing 
as the leaders would like. Lord Craigavon 
gave some interesting figures showing what 
has been done for the people under his 
administration. It is an imposing list. 
He pointed out that in education, social 
services, pensions of one kind and another, 
and grants in unemployment relief and 
agriculture, the sum of £5,485,000 had 
been expended in the course of the year, 
showing, as he said, that from 80 to 90 
per cent. of the money produced by taxa- 
tion went back to the poorer classes of the 
community. 

Therefore, added his lordship, if any 
charge of extravagance can be levied 
against the Government, it is in. the 
interests of those who are not able to help 
themselves. The only flaw in this 
argument is that it does not deal with the 
matters. regarding which extravagance is 
alleged. However, the Premier made a 
good fighting speech, and he has the power 
of converting waverers to his side. He 
has a very strong personality, and when 
he raises his banner for the final assault 
the great mass of the people will flock to 
his support. 


SILENT VALLEY DIFFICULTIES § 


The Belfast Water Commissioners are 
hopeful regarding the ultimate success of 
the Silent Valley reservoir scheme, about 
which so little has been heard of late, 
apart ftom the. periodical passing of 
accounts. At the annual meeting of the 
Board, on Tuesday, the retiring chairman, 
Mr. Joseph Shaw, J.P:, made a passing 
reference to the operations being carried 
on in the heart of the Mourne Mountains. 
He said that the outlook regarding the 
reservoir at the begimning of last year was 
not very bright. but with the methods 
employed and the help the Board had 
received from its technical advisers, it 
could be safely said that the project would 
be brought to a successful conclusion. 

This is very cheering news, so tar as it 
goes, but there is still too much mystery 
about the proceedings, probably based on 
the old proverb that fools and children 
should not see a job half done, With an 
undertaking of*such magnitude, combined 
with engineering problems of the most 
difficult and intricate nature, it may be 
undesirable to draw aside the veil too 
much, and, if that be so, the public must 
be content to wait patiently until the 
proper time comes for full explanation. 
Vast sums have been expended in schemes 
of exploration, and there have been many 
disappointments, but evezyone will 
sympathise with the new chairman, Mr. 
William Dowling, in his confident hope 
that the Commissioners will vet emerge 
triumphantly from all their difhculties. 


,.A DEGRADING SYSTEM.” 


Notwithstanding the hint received from 
the House of Commons, the Belfast Board 
of Guardians has definitely decided not to 
give cash payments to the men employed 
in connection with the labour test scheme 
at Whitewell. These men have shown 
that they are not ‘‘ work-shy,’’ by labour- 
ing under wretched conditions for a mere 
pittance, paid in “kind ’’ ; yet what Mrs. 
Chichester, M.P., described as a degrad- 
ing system is to be continued. Evidently 
the Guardians are of opinion that their 
regulations are like the enactments of thé 
ancient Medes and Persians, and cannot 
be altered, but the sooner they get that 
idea out of their heads the better. The 
public sympathy is with the workers at 
Whitewell, who, it is felt, are being 
treated unfairly and have no redress 
except to cease operations. 

When the attention of the Government 
was drawn to the matter, it was pointed 
out that the Guardians are the sole 
authority, but the feeling of the House 
seemed to be that something should be 
done to remedy the grievance, As, how- 
ever, the Government grant amounts to 
2s. 4d. per man per day, an arrangement 
mire, made to let them have that 
amount in cash, and, if thought fit, the 
remainder in dockets for groceries. Some

A DIARY IN SHORTHAND.

Diary, comprising over 3,000 closely written 
pages, commenced in January, 1660, and 
eavered the succeeding nine and a half years, 
That strange mixture of man of affairs, 
virtuoso and busybody, had included in his 
notation more than a little of medical in- 
terest. The diary was not written in a 
strange cipher, but in the Thomas Shelton 
system of shorthand then in vogue. 

' Pepys’s medical references covered a wide 
range, and it would be impossible to deal 
with these fully in a short lecture. There 
was mention of a successful experiment of 
blood .transfusion in dogs—a result “ which 
may be of mighty use to men’s health.” 
Pepys used carry about in his pocket and 
display to his friends an interesting patho- 
logical relic taken from his own body. [If 
he were alive to-day, Pepys, as a result of 
surgical aggression, might carry an appendix 
in one pocket, his tonsils in another, a hand- 
ful of teeth mixed up with his loose money, 
and the large intestine notted round his 
waist. 

THE PLAGUE OF LONDON. 

The earliest mention of any epidemic by 
Pepys was in 1661, when he savs that “a 
sort of fever’ caused widespread sickness 
in London. and the country round about. 
That occurred during an unprecedented spell 
of warm weather, as summer heat

In the first place, it placed the 
Ordinary in a difficult position as to his 
jurisdiction to — a preliminary Com- 
mission under Chapter 8, Section 32 of the 
Constitution, for the purpose of taking evi- 
dence and reporting whether a prima facie 
case had been established. It is clear that his 
jurisdiction did not extend to the two appeals 
from his own decisions, but was confined to 
the origina] charges of alleged violations of 
several Canons. In fact, the Commission, as 
issued by him, refers to the charges only, 
and was, as so limited, within his jurisdic- 
tion, otherwise a petition framed as this was, 
would preclude him from exercising his right 
under the section referred to. 

The respondent did not exercise his right 
to give evidence before this Commission but 
the petitioners did, and gave evidence in 
support of the two questions which are now 
before this Court of A . Commis- 
sioners apparently admitted this evidence, 
though without any jurisdiction to do so. By 
so framing their petition, the complainants 
created another difficulty as to the constitu- 
tion of the Court, whose duty it was to hear 
it. It is quite clear, in our opinion, that for 
this purpose the same Court must adjudicate 
upon the whole petition, and it could not 
legally be reconstituted for the pur of 
hearing any part of it. uently, His 
Grace the Archbishop of Dublin who, by 
virtue of his precedence, would have been en- 
titled, as of right, to be a member of the 
Court, had the petition been confined to the 
original charges, was deprived of this right 
by the inclusion in the petition of the two 
appeals from his own decisions, upon which 
he could not with propriety adjudicate. 

COURT RECONSTITUTED. 
_ These complications were, however, avoided 
in this case, as the Court was enabled, by 
consent, in open Court of Counsel for the 
parties on both sides to make an order divid- 
ing the original petition into two petitions, 
to be treated as separate and distinct for all 
purposes, the first to be confined to the two 
bee and the second to the original 
charges, with the result that the Court was 
reconstituted by the inclusion of the Arch- 
bishop for the hearing of the second petition. 

These two appeals result from decisions 

given by His Grace, under the jurisdiction 

conferred upon him as Ordinary by Canons 

4 and 5, neither of which is as clear as to 


the nature and extent of this jurisdiction as 
it ight be, and consequently we think it 
would be helpful, not only to any Ordinary 
who may hereafter be called upon to exercise 
it, but also to the members of the Church as 
a whole, that this Court should define it, as 
it did during the hearing, in a sense that 
found favour with all the eminent counsel 
that appeared before it. 

Each Canon provides, though in different 
terms, for the determination by the Ordinary 
of any Me that may be brought before 
him involving its interpretation and applica- 
tion An amy particular case. The Court is 
unanimous in holding, in the absence of any 
provision of penal or other consequence of his 
decision, save a right of appeal to the Court 
of the General Synod, that while he is clearly 
acting in a judicial capacity as a Court of 
first instance, his jurisdiction is confined to 
giving a decision upon the question raised 
by the question brought before him, the inten- 
tion Ca being to provide the members of 
the Church, both clerical and lay, with a 
simple procedure for a determination by the 
Ordinary, as a judicial referee, of any such 
question. It is, therefore, his obvious duty 
to answer the question to the best of his 
ability, and for this purpose he is clear 
entitled to call for, and require, such evi- 
dence as he may think necessary, while at the 
same time he clearly cannot decide the ques- 
tion against the party complaining, or against 
us aoe involved, without, giving to 
either the fullest i i 
ies Gee and fairest opportunity for 

By Section 47 of the same chapter, a right 
of appeal is given to any person aggrieved 
by the decision of the Ordinary, or by his 
refusal to hear and determine any matter left 
to his decision by these Canons, to the 
Diocesan Court, and from*it to the Court. cf 
the General Synod.

; RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

, We are satisfied, however, that no such 
interence can be drawn, and that, therefore, 
the Ordinary cannot, refuse to hear and deter- 
mine the guestion raised under Canons 4 and 
ó. Clause 47 gives the right to the party 
aggrieved to appeal, in the first instance, to 
the Diocesan Court, and expressly confers a 
right to appeal from the Ordinary’s refusal 
to hear and determine the matter thereby 
implied by conferring on the Ordinary this 
right of refusal, whereas under Canons 4 
and 5 the right of appeal is confined to an 
appeal from his decision, and the appeal itself 
Is to be to the Court of the General 8 
direct, and not to the Diocesan Court in the 
first instance.

An interesting question was raised as to 
the legality of a black stole, based on the

We, therefore, are compelled to dissent 
from the decision of His Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, and, consequently, in 
answer to the first question submitted, to 
reply that the wearing of the purple stole 
was e violation of the Canon, ~- 

A MISAPPREHENSION. 

The second question involved in this 
petition resulis from an application by the 
petitioners, under the second paragraph of 
Canon 5, to His Grace the Archbishop of 
Dublin for his adjudication as tc the inter- 
pretation and application of th» Canon in 
the particular case of the respondent, who, 
according to the case of the petitioners, was 
in the habit of standing close to the centre 
of the table on its western side, with his 
back to the people, when saying the Prayer 
of Consecfation in the Communion Service. 
In dismissing this complaint the Archbishop 
would seem to have acted on the assumption 
that the evidence before him, ee 
sufficient to convey the impression that the 
respondent had gone as close as he could to 
au evasion of the Canon, was not sufficiently 
minute to enable him to decide either the 
interpretation or application o: the Canon 


We are satisfied that, in taking this course, 
he was acting under a misapprehension of 
the nature and xtent of. his jurisdiction 
under the Canon. The position of the 
Ordinary, under either of these Canons 4 
and 5, is nct very clearly expressed, but is, 
as we have already indicated, plainly judicial 
as a court of first instance, whose decision 
is subject to an appeal to this Court, so 
that he is clearly entitled to call for such 
further or other evidence from either side 
as he may reasonably think necessary to 
enable him to answer the question, and if 
this evidence is not forthcoming, or if the 
evidence, as produced, falls short, in his 
opinion, of Trroo' of any violation of the 
particular Canon, he is at liberty io decide, 
and the applicant, if aggrieved, can appeal 
from his decision to this Court. But in 
this particular case he was supplied by the 
applicant with all the evidence he asked for, 
and he does not state that he applied for 
any evidence ircm the respondent in con- 
tradiction or explanation. Further, the evi- 
dence, in fact, laid before him was identical 
with that produced before this Court and 
accepted as correct by counsel for the re- 
spondent. It consisted of two diagrams 
showing the position of the table, and pre- 
cisely indicating tue bá occupied by the 
respondent, and of which the applicants com- 
plained. . 

We are, therefore, satisfied that the evi- 
dence supplied was amply sufficient for its 
‘purpose, and consequently that it became the 
duty of the Archbishop to answer to the 
best of his ability the question, both as to 
the interpretation of the Canon and as to 
its application in this particular case. As 
a consequence of this appeal, that duty has 
now devolved upon this Court, and, while 
we have arrived at a definite and clear 
conclusion as t> what our answer should 
be, we feel that im view of the 
binding force and effect, under the 
Constitution, of our decision upon all clergy- 
men engaged in the service of the Church of 
Ireland, and of the atmosphere of obscurity 
which envelops this question by reason of 
the conflicting decisions upon it by_ the 
Judicial Committee of the English Privy 
Council, it is incumbent upon this Court to 
examine into the question with minuteness 
and detail, and to formulate our decision with 
a preciseness that will cause no doubt or diffi- 

ty, in the minds at least of our own 
clergy, as to its meaning and effect. These 
English decisions, all of which are. subse- 
quent to Disestablishment, have plainiy no 
binding force or effect upon this Court, which, 
as the Constitution of the Church of Ireland 
now stands, is the only, and therefore fina!, 
Court for the decision of all charges involving 
questions of doctrine and ritual- 


ENGLISH DECISIONS. 

Lord Glenavy then quoted a number of 
English decisions, which, he said, ‘were elu. 
able by reason of their expressions of opinion 
by distinguished experts, clerical and legal, 
and also in deference to the «nalyiis they 
received from counsel for the respondent. 

We decide, he said, that the rubric at the 
commencement of the Communion Service 
prescribing the Northern position governs the 
entire Service throughout, save where a con- 
trary direction is expressly given or neces- 
sarily implied, and that the rubric of 1873, 
so fár from giving a contrary direction, ex- 
pressly or by implication, explicitly directs 
that the same position is to prevail during 
the Prayer of Consecration. It is not neces- 


icular parts of the Communion Service to 
Bhich bhas seán, “save where a contrary 
direction is expressly given or necessarily im- 
ed,” might, upon any reasonable coystruc- 
ion, be held to apply. . All that. we decide 
is that the rule in question governs the posi- 
tion of the minister whenever throughout the 
Service he is engaged in prayer. In adapt- 
ing and applying to this case the principle of 
construction Tai down for his own guidance 
by the eminent ecclesiastital lawyer and 
judge, Sir. R. -Philli that “ what is ex- 
pressly prohibited is prohibited altogether, 
and may not be avoided. by any contrivance 
which, nhder a different name or appearance, 
attains the same end, and whatever is 
expressly ordered may -not be avoided by an 
illusory or partial ‘compliance, we decide

are final and bi

subject always to the inherent power of the 
General Synod to alter or amend these pro- 
visions if, in its opinion, they have, as inter- 
preted vy this Court, fai to accomplish 
tá p or object: for which they were 
intended. 

The Irish Church Act of 1869 was passed 
at. a ‘time whew the Ecclesiastical Courts of 
England were occupied almost daily in acute 
and prolonged controversies on questions of 
doctrine and ritual which still remain with- 
out final solution. The Church of Treland, in 
view of the uncertainty and perplexity thus 
created, at once applied jtself, through its 
General Synod, to the task of embodying in 
legislation the interpretation of its own 
ritual, and the result of its labours is to be 
found in the existing Canons, the outcome of 
protracted deliberation and debate, in which 
many distinguished judges and lawyers 
played a prominent part. At the same period 
the General Synod constituted this Court as 
the only and final tribunal for the decision of 
all charges involving questions of doctrine or 
ritual, and the Court would defeat the pur- 
pose for which it was created, and paralyse 
its exercise of the jurisdiction conferred 
upon it, if it were to hold itself free to depart 
from its own decisions, either as to the inter- 
pretation of the same laws of the Church or 
as to their application where the facts were 
in substance identical. 

Ve allow this appeal, and, reversing the 
decision of the Archbishop of Dublin, answer 
the question submitted to him by finding 
that the respondent, in occupying the position 
admitted by him during the Prayer of Con- 
secration, was acting in violation of both 
Rubric and Canon, 


THE SECOND . PETITION. 
NINE SEPARATE CHARGES. 


During the decision on the second petition 
the Archbishop took a seat on the bench, and 
the Bishop of Cork withdrew. 

Lord Glenavy said:—This second petition 
involves the investigation of nine separate 
and distinct charges against the respokdent, 
of which the first alleges a violation of the 
Rubric, while the remainder allege violations 
of the Canons. With a few exceptions, the 
material facts upon which the charges were 
based were not in dispute, and the respon- 
dent mainly relied for his defence upon the 
interpretation of Rubric and Canons. It 
will be convenient to deal with these charges 
in the order in which they appear in the 
petition. 

The first and second of these charges can 
be taken together.They allege that the re- 
spondent did on several Sundays during the 
years 1726 and 1927. while saying the Lord’s 
Prayer and other prayers during the Com- 
munion Service, stand at the west side of the 
table, contrary to the Rubric. That while 
reading pá of the Prayer of Conse- 
cration he turned his back to the 
people, contrary to Canon 5. ‘The Rubric 
in question on the first charge is inserte 
immediately before the commencement of the 
Service, and we have nothing to add to the 
judgment of the Court already pronounced in 
the first petition as to.áts ‘interpretation and 
application, or that of Canon 5. The re- 
spondent admitted as to each of these charges 
that his habitual practice, when saying any 
of the prayers in the Communion Service, was 
to stand close to the centre of the table, at 
its west side, or between the centre and the 
north end, with his back turned to the con- 

regation, and counsel on his behalf, without 
reiterating the arguments they had already 

ddressed to the Court as to the construction 

f this rubric or of Canon 5, claimed that in 
so doing he was rightly interpreting the 
Firection of both rubric and canon. This 
reper however, so far as this Court is 

ncerned, is closed by the decision in the 
first petition, and the rubric and canon must 
be interpreted in the sense thereby determined. 
It was farther contended that the prayers in 
the Communion Service were not public prayer 
in the sense intended by the words, ‘‘ Offering 
up public prayer,” in Canon 5, and that con- 
sfauently the prohibition as to turning his 
back on the congregation did not apply; but 
the contention is, in our opinion, wholly un- 
tenable and in direct conflict with our 
Church's legislation on ‘the subject. We, 
therefore, find that the first and second 
charges, as laid in paragraphs 6 and 7 of the 
petition, have been proved. 

UNAUTHORISED HYMNS. 

The third charge is as to the use of two 
unauthorised hymns at certain stages in the 
Communios Service, The respondent, while 
admitting the use of the particular hymns 
mentioned in the petition, proved, as to one 
of them, that he had obtained permission 
from @ previous Ordinary for its use in ac- 
cordance with paragraph 3 of Canon 5, sub- 
ject to certain conditions with which he had 
complied. We are satisfied, however, that 
the Ordinary, in giving permission for the 
use of this hymn at that particular stage, was 
exceeding his jurisdiction, and that upon the 
true interpretation of this paragraph of Canon 
5 no permission can be given for the use o 
any Psalm, hymn or prayer of the character 
defined, save for use at the particular times 
directed by the canon. As to the other 
hymn, he admitted that the present Ordinary 
declined to give him permission to use it, 
being of opinion that he had no power to do 
go, but that he, nevertheless, persisted in its 
use. We, therefore, find that the charge in 
this respect has been proved. 

In connection with this charge and others 
in which any breach of Canon 4 or Canon 5 
was alleged, it was strenuously argued by 
counsel fur the respondent that the petitioners 
were bound, in the first instance at least, to 
apply to the Ordinary for his decision. The 
answer to this contention will be found by 
reference to the judgment of this Court on the 
first petition. The jurisdiction which this 
Court is exercising is entirely different in 
effect and extent from that conferred on the 
Ordinary. In his case it is confined to deciding 
on questions of interpretation which can be 
brought before him by any one member 
of the Church, whereas this Court is given 
exclusive jurisdiction for the trial of all 
charges involving questions of doctrine or 
ritual. The distinction between a question 
and a charge is obvious, and the latter can 
only be initiated either by a member of 
the Bench of Bishops, or by four adult com- 
municant members of the Church. No dis- 
ciplinary action or penalty results from the 
decision of the Orditiery, such as it is in 
the power of this Court to exercise in any 
case of conviction upon a charge. 

THE ACT OF ELEVATION. 

The fourth charge alleges a breach of 
Canon 37 by the elevation of the paten and 
cup beyond what was necessary for the 
administration of the Lord’s Supper. 
A distinct act of elevation beyond 
what was necessary for takin the 

ten and cup into his hands was admitted 

y the respondent, but justified by him on 
the plea that in the position in which he 
was then standing he was forced to elevate 

both paten and cup in order that the people 
might see the manual acts. But had the 
respondent been standing in the position in 
which alone he was authorised to stand, no 
such elevation would have been necessary, 
and uo Court could tolerate or sanction a 
.claim to violate a rubric or canon by reason 
vf a necessity crea by the violation vf 
some other rubric or canon, He further 
contended that the elevation which he prac- 
tised at this stage was in compliance with 
the “decency’’ referred to in the appro- 
priate rubric; but the Court is satisfied that 
for this purpose the elevation was also beyond 
what was necessary. A second elevation at a 
later stage was also complained of, but as to 
this the Court accepts the explanation given 
by the respondent, while convicting him on 
the charge as to the first. 


ACTS OF BOWING. 

The fifth charge alleges frequent acts of 
bowing by the respondent to the holy table. 
The case as presented for him at first sug- 
gested that this bowing took place only at 
the express mention of our Saviour’s name. 
As the evidence developed, this was extended 
to all mention of the Persons or attributes 
of the Trinity, and the Court is satisfied on 
the evidence that these acts of reverence on 
the part of the respondent were repeated to 
an excessive degree throughout the Service. 
The respondent and his witnesses also proved 
that in performing these acts he did not 
always face the east, but his and their 
evidence also established that the bowing 
complained of was frequent when prayers 
were being said, and the habitual position at 
that. time of the respondent, at least through- 
out the.Communion Service, was that of 
facing the table, with his back to the people. 
While he admitted that on entering and 
leaving the. church in ion with the 
choir, he did delibergtely bow towards the 
table, because, to use his own words, it was 
the Lord’s table. He claimed that he did aot 
bow to it as an inanimate object. 

It was argued that as these particular acts 
of obeisance occurred before the commence-

In all charges of this nature, the Court is 
entitled to draw its own reference as to the 
intention of the party from the 
evidence of his acts, and is not bound by his 
own interpretation of them, and upon this 
evidence the Court is satisfied that the 
ndent on some, at least, of the occasions 
s ified, bowed in obeisance to, or towards, 
the table in the sense prohibited by the 
canon. 
His Grace the Archbishop of Dublin is 
doubtful whether the appropriate canon 
applies to any act save those performed dur- 
ing the re time occupied in the celebration 
of the prescribed Service, and er et is 
not to be taken as concurring in the finding 
of the Court so far as the acte of obeisance 
when entering and leaving the Church are 


concerned. 

USE OF CANODLE:. 
The next charge alleges a breach of Canon 
35, which prohibits the use of any lighted 
lamps or candles within the precincts of the 
church at any period during the celebration of 
Divine Service, except when necessary for the 
pu of giving light. It appears from the 
evidence that since the respondent was insti- 
tuted to the incumbency of St. Bartholomew’s, 
he has for. some years past..maintained two 
lighted candles upon, or adjoining to, the 
Communion table “throughout the mid-day 
Service on Sundays. This table is placed 
within a part of the church to which the light 
of day has access through five large stained- 
glass windows, and the evidence on both sides 
has convinced the Court that at mid-day, 
under ordinary atmospheric conditions, there 
is ample light through these windows for all 
reasonable purposes connected with the cele- 
bration of Divine Service in this part of the 
church. Yet through summer or winter, 
upon the brightest as well as the darkest 
Sundays, these two candles are kept lighting 
throughout the mid-day Service. 
It must always be a question of degree in 
each particular case, as to the amount -f 
artificial light that, in the opinion of the 
Court, may be necessary for the purpose of 
giving light; but the evidence has completely 
satisfied us that these candles could only 
under exceptional circumstances have been 
necessary for that purpose at this particular 
Service. The respondent himself, indeed, did 
not aver the contrary, but alleged that they 
were necessary to bring out in greater relief 
the artistic beauty of the decoration of this 
particular part of the church. We, therefore, 
find that this charge was proved. 

Then follows a charge alleging the intro- 
duction into the Service of what has been 
described as an Office hymn, contrary to 
Clause 3 of Canon 5. The fact is admitted, 
and, inasmuch as precisely the same con- 
siderations apply to it as to the previous 
charge under the same clause for the intro- 
duction of two unauthorised hymns, we must 
find that in this case also the charge has been 
established. 

“ BIDDING ” OR ' REQUEST.” 

The eighth charge with which this Court 
has to deal relates to a “‘bidding’’ or 
‘request’ by the respondent to the 
congregation in the following words, 
“Jet us pray for the souls. of 
the. departed,” habitually introduced 
by the respondent in the mid-day Sunday 
Services immediately before the prayer for 
the Church Militant here on earth, Mr. 
Price, in his concise and convincing reply 
on behalf of the petitioners, satisfied the 
Court that the introduction of this request 
was beyond the purpose and object of that 
prayer, and, therefore, unauthorised. This 
bidding or request placed a particular inter- 
pretation upon the language of prayers for 
the Churc Militant which is_ without 
authority in any of the fgymularies of the 
Church, for, while the Church remembers 
the faithful departed in their prayers and, 
thanking God for them, prays that we may 
have grace to follow their example, it no- 
where enjoins prayers for the souls of the 
departed. His Grace the Archbishop of 
Dublin has expressed to the other members 
of the Court his doubt whether this charge 
should not have been framed under Canon 4 
instead of under Canons 1 and 5, but the 
other members of the Court are agreed that 
these Canons also cover the charge. No 
objection to the charge on this point was 
made by, or on behalf of, the respondent, 
and the charge itself was fully dealt with by 
his counsel, so there was no surprise in the 
matter, and for this reason—the Court, had 
the objection been taken before it, would, 
without hesitation, have allowed the peti- 
tioners to rely for support of it on Canon 4. 

USE OF THE CROSS. 

The ninth and last charge alleges that the 
respondent, in having a cross of palm leaves, 
during a ceremonial procession in his church, 
attached to the sleeve of his surplice, in- 
fringed Canon 39. The Court, as intimated 
to the parties during the hearing, is, not 
satisfied that a cross so worn can be said to 
be carried within the meaning of the Canon, 
and in dismissing the charge it does so 
entirely on this technical point, and its 
decision must not be interpreted as giving 
any countenance to an attempt on the part 
of any clergyman, by any subtle contrivance 
in the carrying of a cross, to evade this 
Canon. 

FIRST CASE FOR SIXTY YEARS. 

Before concluding its judgment, the Court 
should draw attention to the fact—of which 
the Church of Ireland may well be proud— 
that, although nearly sixty years have 
elapsed since its constitution, this is the first 
occasion upon which the jurisdiction of the 
Court has been invoked for the trial of any 
charge involving a breach of any of the 
Canons with which this petition is concerned 
—a striking proof, not merely of the whole- 
hearted allegiance of the clergy of our Church 
to its laws, but also of their intelligent appre- 
ciation of their meaning and effect. At the 
same time, im view of the’ claim at 
one time asserted by the respondent to 
ignore all and any portions of the Canons 
with which he did not agree, coupled with 
an avowal of his intention to push them to 
their limits, it is right that this Court 
should express its condemnation of such an 
attitude on the part of any clergyman, espe- 
cially having .regard to the solemn vow to 
obey the laws of his Church taken by every 
clergyman at the time of his ordination, and 
renewed by him upon his institution as 
Incumbent, and which it is his. plain 
duty to observe in a spirit of loyalty 
and good faith. Nor can this urt 
differentiate between the Canons by any 
regard to their comparative importance, 
or otherwise, or admit for a moment that 
any clergyman is at liberty to measure his 
obedience in the light of his own interpreta- 
tion of their relative value, 


QUESTION OF ADMONITION. 

e Chairman then intimated that they 
had received a document from the respondent 
which showed a change of attitude on his 
part. The respondent’s counsel had the 
Yu to address the Court if he wished to 


: that the Court 
had before it the attitude taken up 
by the respondent. They had _ before 
them a document setting out his attitude. 
The Court had held that the charges were 
proved, and he asked, in view of the under- 
taking given by the respondent~which the 
Court had no reason to doubt would be 
loyally carried out—that the Court should 
not proceed to admonition. He was quite 
aware of the Canon which dealt with the 
Court’s pronouncing sentence. It was not 
necessary that their lordships should proceed 
to pass sentence, and he repeated, on behalf 
of the respondent, that he would not set up 
any private ee of his own against 
the decision of the Court.

In 
view of that undertaking which the Court 
had no doubt would be honourably carried 
out by the respondent in the letter and in 
the spirit, the Court was enabled to take a 
more lenient view, and to order the respon- 
dent to be strictly admonished against any 
repetition of any matters in the particular 
charges which it held proved. The respon-

the arrest of his chent in County Fermanagh 
for an offence alleged to have been com- 
mitted in Dublin. 

Counsel said that when the application was 
first before the Lord Chief Justice last week 
he also asked for an order of habeas corpus 
addressed to District Inspector Robinson, of 
Lisnaskea. He was then able to state that 
the prisoner had been taken to Dublin, but 
his instructions now were that the prisoner 
had been remanded on bail and was at 
present in Newtownbutler, He had come to 
the conclusion that he could not press for 
an order of Aabeas corpus having regard to 
the fact that although Kennedy had ‘been in 
the Free State in custody, he was now back 
in Northern Ireland a free man. 

THE ISSUE OF THE WARRANT. 

Now, as far as the application for a writ 
of certivrari is concerned, I may mention that 
James Harper Kennedy was a merchant 
carrying on business in Newtownbutler, Co. 
Fermanagh. He was adjudteated a bankrupt 
on the 30th November, 1927, in Belfast. He 


‘ sens to have attended on the 15th inst. in the 


Bankruptcy Court, Belfast. He was arrested 
on 1fth March on a warrant which 
was issued in Dublin by a divisional magis- 
trate, Mr. E. A. Collins, dated February 20, 
1928; that warrant was issued to Superin- 
tendent Peter Ennis, of the Civile Guard, 
and it charged Kennedy with obtaining 
goods by false pretences to the value of £164 
from Messrs. Pim Brothers, Dublin. Super- 
intendent Ennis put the usual certificate on 
the warrant, and it next went to Deputy 
Commissioner E. Coogan, who endorsed it 
for execution in County Fermanagh, address- 
ing it to the Inspector-General of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, Belfast. When it came 
over the Border the Inspector-General en- 
dorsed it on the 8th inst. It was then 
addressed and signed by District-Inspector 
Robinson. Under the Larceny Act this was 
an offence which might have been tried in 
Fermanagh. My application now is for a, 
writ of certiorari to bring up the warrants 
and certificates and all proceedings. there- 
under in this Court in order that they may 
be quashed. 

The Lord Chief Justice—What certificates ? 

Mr. Porter—I[ mean the certificates en- 
dorsed on the warrant. There is a_certifi- 
cate signed by Inspector-General Wickham 
and another certificate signed by District- 
Inspector H, S. Robinson. I intend to shew 
that the issue of this warrant was an abso- 
lute nullity, and that the order under which 
it was purported to issue it was a nullity. 

APPLICATION REFUSED. 

The Lord Chief Justice—The judicial dis- 
cretion is exercised in Dublir when the 
magistrate makes the order after evidence, 
when the man has been arrested. Surely the 
Inspector-General down here cannot go into 
evidence to find out whether that Muinis- 
terial discretion is right or not. 

Mr. Porter—This document comes from a 
country which has the same status as a 
British Dominion. It comes‘ into.Northern 
Tieland, and the Inspector-General, no doubt. 
assumes that that warrant 
position as if it was issued 
in Northern Ireland. This is an act of his 
own discretion, and is not a purely Ministerial 
act. T say that this warrant is null and void 
in Northern Ireland, and when it comes here 
the police sergeant arrests this man, 

After further argument, 

The. Lord Chief Justice said that his 
colleagues and he were quite agreed that it 
was the duty of the Inspector-General to 
exercise a purely ministerial performance of 
his duty and not a judicial performance. 
Whether it was carried out under the statute 
or not they would not express any opinion. 
Therefore, the application for a writ of 
certiorari must be refused.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, 
the Prime Minister. made the interesting an- 
nouncement that the seeond reading of the 
Representation of the People (Equal 
Franchise) Bill will be taken oh ‘Thursday 
next, 

The recent events on the Royal Oak figured 
largely in the debate on the Navy estimates, 
which were down for consideration on report. 
Mr. Bridgeman, the First Lord, was absent, 
owing to a political engagement in the 
country, and it was left to the Financial 
Secretary to the Admiralty, Colonel Headlam, 
to answer the numerous questions addressed 
to the Admiralty on the subject.

Ammon also criticised the action’ af the 
Admiralty, and remarked that the absence of 
the First Lord seemed’ part af a deliberate 
pohey of “Hush, hush.” The Admiralty 
were either wilfully withholding information 
from the House or they had bungled the 
business so. badly as to amount toincom- 
petence. It was absolute nonsense to -gaggest 
that the officers would be prejudiced by tellin 
the House how the difficulties on the Royal 
Oak arose. As it was, all sorts of insinua- 
tions were eurrent, .-The history of the officers 
was being dug up, and they would go to the 
courts-martial in an atmosphere already 
prejudiced. : 

Sir G. Hohler made a rather hot attack on 
Commander Bellairs for having,.as he said, 
suggested mutiny in the Navy. This was a 
pure fabrication, The hon. member, no doubt, 
believed that there had been a mutiny, but 
how he could have arrived at that conclusion, 
knowing the high character of the officers and 
men of the senior service, he was quite at a 
loss to understand. 

Rear-Admiral Beamish accused Mr. Ammon 
of endeavouring to create prejudice, and re- 
mafked on the burning desire of some 
members to exhibit their-oratorical powers 
and to appear as champions of people who 
did not want to be championed. He had not 
the slightest doubt that this particular court- 
martial would be conducted with the same 
fairness as courts-martial in the past. 

Colonel Headiam denied that the Admiralty 
were doing anything unusual in regard to the 
pending courtmartial. “They were following 
strictly long-established principles, and Mr. 
Ammon was entirely mistaken in saying that 
the Admiralty were adopting a ‘hush, hush” 
policy. Surely the Admiralty - could he 
trusted to look after the interests of the 
tf in the way they thought best.: (Hear,

justice, 

The motion for the reduction of the vote 
was rejected, and this and other naval votes 
were agreed to, Other reports of supply. were 
taken, and Mr, Samuel then brought in the 
Consolidated Fund (No. 1) Bill, which was 
read a first time.

The first witness for the day was Thomas 
Brophy, the parish priest's servant man, who, 
in reply to Mr. Carrigan, stated that about 
ten days. before Philomena was drowned he 
found her in the field alongside the road: 
She was standing at the bottom of the fence 
on the field side, some five feet from the top 
of the fence, and she was crying? That was 
the only occasion that he saw the child 
wandering. The place that, he found her was 
close to the pom of an ash tree that had 
been growing on the top of the fence. While 
he was -pacifying the child Mary, Cole came up 
the field driving the cow. 

Mr. Walsh (for the prisoner)—Did Mrs. 
Flynn in her deposition in the court at Mary- 
borough say one word that she knew that the 
child had been fotind astray in the ‘field ?—I 
am sure that she did. 

And you in your deposition did not say one 
single word about this important incident. I 
suggest that the reason why it is introduced 
here to-day is because for the first time I 
brought it ont in the cross-examination of 
Mrs. Flynn. yesterday? 

Witness—I. gave it in. my statement to the 
superintendent. i 

Joseph Delaney, examined by Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C., said that the prisoner came into 
Phelan’s shop, in which he was an assistant, 


bought some calf-meal. - She was there about 
two minutés. A short time before that he 
saw three of the Flynn children ‘er: the shop 
from the direction of their own house. 
HOUSEKEEPER’S EVIDENCE. 

Kate Murray, a housekeeper employed by 
Mrs. Flynn, said that the prisoner complained 
to her several times about the action of her 
mistress in bringing the parish priest to her 
in connection with her relations with boys. 
She seemed to resent this very much, and 
spoke of her character having been taken 
away owing to the calling in of the parish 
priest. ‘On the evening of me: the 
witness’ was’ working in the kitchen. The 
prisoner: wás preparing food for the calf in 
the scullery.. Maureen was with her there. 
After a short time Maureen ceame into the 
kitchen, left, a kettle on the fire and “went 
out, The witness. never saw the child again 
alive, The prisoner left. the house by the 
back yard carrymg a bucket, and a few 
minutes later the witness missed Maureen. 
She took it for granted that the child had 
gone with the prisoner to bring in the cow. 
The prisoner returned with the cow some 
time later. 

The Judge—About how long was that from 
the time Mary Cole had gone “out ?'—About 
fifteen or twenty minutes. 

Mr. Carrigan—Did you say anything to 

Mary Cole when she came in!—I only asked 
her if the child was with her, and then Í 
went to Phelan’s shop to see if she was there. 
Whee I came back Mary Cole was in the cow- 
shed. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Walsh, she stated 
that she. went into the employment of the 
Flynns on August 6th, and she was still 
with them in Boporeny.—She never dis 
cussed the case with them. 

Do you mean to tejl the jury that since 
August last you never mentioned this Case 
to the Flynns?—We never went through 
the case. 

When did Mary Cole start making com- 
plaints about Mrs. Flynn?—-Now and again 
she would. begin telling about Mrs, Fiynn 
calling an the priest on her. 

Did you go to Mrs. Flynn and tell her 
that while - was away in Tramore Mary 
Cole was making complaints about her /—Í 
did not. 

Re-examined by Mr. Carrigan, the witness 
stated that Mary Cole told her that Jack 
Tynan told her that on the evening she was 
drowned he saw Maureen going into the field 
after her when she was. going for the cow. 
Witness asked her how.it. was that she had 
not seen the child, and she only a short dis- 
tance in front of her, and she replied that 
she did not see her. 

To Mr. Walsh—She stated that that con- 
versation with Mary Cole took place on the 
day of the inquest on Maureen or the day 
after it. 

STATEMENT TO CIVIC GUARD, 

Superintendent Hunter said that the pri- 
soner visited Mountrath Barracks on the 
evening, of November 4 last in response to his 
message.

PRISONER GIVES EVIDENCE. 

Looking cool and self-pogsessed, Mary Cole 
then left the dock and took her seat in the 
witness-chair, facing the jury. 

She said she was fifteen rs of age: last 
November, and was born at Camross, where 
her parents resided. She was the eldest. of 
seven children. She went to Mr. Flynn's 
school when she was seven, and attended

THE DEATH OF THE FIRST CHILD. 

Continuing her. direct evidence after lunch, 
she stated that Mrs. Flynn returned from 
s¢hool at 3.30 on July .27. and had dinner, 
which had been prepared by witness. After 
dinner she went ‘upstairs to rest’ leaving 
instructions that Philomena was to get her 
dinner when she woke up. She did so, and 
Philomena then joined the other children who 
were out on the road playing. ‘The witness 
tidied up after the dinner and resumed the 
weekly washing of the household clothes. 
Part.of her duties was to do the week’s wash- 


ing. 

Mr. Walsh—Do you identify this red coat? 
— Yes; it was the children’s coat. 

Did you do anything with that coat on 
Wednesday, the 27th July’—I washed it. 

To his Lordship—At lunch time. that day 
Mrs. Flynn gave me the coat to wash, as she 
wanted it for the child, Pat, when they were 
going on their holidays in.a few days. She 
had the cost washed when Mrs, Flynn came 
home at 3.30. 

Mr. Carrigan—Mrs. Flynn was not asked 
about that. 

Continuing, she stated that she finished the 
housework and went out to bring in the cow. 
All the children, including Philotiena, were 
in the house when she went out. Shortly 
alter she got back to the house Mrs. Flynn 
came downstairs and sent her to Phelan’s for 
messages. She did not know'that Mrs. Flynn 
was lying down that afternoon. Returning 
from Phelan’s, she saw one of the Flynns 
waving at her from a top window of their 
house. When she got back to the kitchen 
Mrs, Flynn asked her had she seen Philomena, 
and she replied that she was upstairs. She 
went up, and found that it, was the other 
little girl, Pat. 

She then described the search carried on 
for the missing child until she met. John 
Gorman on one bank of the river, while she 
was on the other. Both went down the river 
until she saw the white clothes of a child 
in the river, partly covered by the water. 
She shouted to Gorman, and then, being 
terrified, ran a little distance further. down 
and stood there. She came back when Gor- 
man called to her, but not quite up to where 
he was trying to revive the child. 

Further questioned by Mr. Walsh, she 
stated that she usually went out for the cow 
without being told by Mr. or Mis. Flynn to 
do. so... She did not remember meeting or 
lege anyone on the road while she was out 
for the cow that evening. 

Do you recollect having had your attention 
drawn to the fact on one occasion that one 
of the children was alone in the field ’—Yes. 

And that the priest’s man, who was on the 
road, called your attention to it’—Yes. 

And you brought the child home !—Yes. 

You gave evidence at the inquest ’—Yes. 

And were you present when a conversation 
took place between Mrs. Flynn and your 
mother’—Yes. 

And that some time after that Mrs. Flynn 
went to Tramore’—Yes, with some of the 


children,

Who. were left in.the house-——Myself and 
the baby and Mr.- Flynn, and afterwards 
Kate Murray.

In her evidence did you hear her speak 
about insurance money ’—Yes. 

Was that true?—No; but she said that 
the insurance pas were looking up about 
the death of the little children.

Was he at school that day —He was for 
a while~np to 11 o'clock. 

When Mrs. Flynn was upstairs you went 
out for the cow. Did not you know that it 
was the rule that you were not to leave the 
children by themselves ?’—That was only when 
therb was no one in the house but myself. 

I put it to you that when you got her 
upstairs you went for the cow, and then eon- 
cealed from her that you had brought the 
cow home!—I did not conceal it. She did not 
ask me about the cow, and if she did I did 
not hear her, because I was busy with the 
baby. 

Do you savy that the child was strong 
enough to climb the fence and cross the fields 
and fall into the river’?—I could not say, Í 
do not know what way she went. 

Do you say that on the previous occasion 
on which the child was fownd in the field 
the child climbed the fence?—She must have. 

At one time did you make the case that 
John Gorman was ahead of you when you were 
bhoth searching!~I think I was ahead of 
Gorman. 

And you saw what he says he could scarcely 
see something white in the water?!—Yes; I 
called to him, and he jumped across to my side. 

Philomena was found drowned that evening 
and nobody thought of blaming you!—No. 

And on 22nd August you saw Maureen up 
to the time that you left for the cow ’—Yes, 

And you last saw her alive as she went to 
the door?—Yes. 

In ‘veply to further questions, she denied 
having told Mr. Flynn.that she had to go up 
to the end of the field to find the cow. She 
did not remember him asking her, and if he 
had she would have told him where she did 
find it. 

Miss Murray says you found the cow in 
the ferns at the end of the field?—I do not 
recollect ever telling her that; she must be 
making a mistake. 
~ And Mr. Flynn is making a mistake’? —He 
is not telling the truth. 

When further questioned, witness said that 
it surprised her to hear that a child of seven 
years had been drowned in eight inches of 


water. 

Someone must have held these little 
children down in the water seven inches 
deep ’—I do not know.

occasion the Flynn children came along the 
road with other children as far as her house. 

Timothy Bergin, who stated that he has 
eleven children, told the Court that some time 
before the drowning of the children the little 
girl Patricia Flynn came in by herself to his 
house and asked for a drink of water, She 
looked to be about three years old. The 
incident came to hig mind when he heard of 
the loss of the first child. 

His Lordship—Did you ever hear of a 
child of one year and ten montlis starting out 
by herself over country and crossing fences ?— 
No, my lord. 

Miss Kathleen Murphy, Rushin, Mountrath, 
in whose employment the girl was up to the 
time of her arrest, stated that the Guards 
called for her several times, always about six 
o'clock in the evening, and took her to the 
barracks, a mile away. On one occasion they 
did not bring her back until 10 o'clock, and 
on another it was 12 o'clock. 

This concluded the evidence, and the Court 
adjourned to this morning.

EXPENDITURE OF STATE | 
MONEY. | 

Mr. BLXTHE, “Minister for » Finance, 
moving the second reading of the Cehtral 
Fund Bill, 1928, said that’ on the general 
question of public expenditure and economy 
there wag nothing that would get less support 
in,the House than proposals for the reduction 
of expenditure. There would always be 
criticism of the Governor-General’s establish- 
ment, and a demand for a reduction in that 
vote, and also in respect of salaries of a 
small number of the higher officials. If those 
things were ieft out the demand in the Dail 
was always for increased expenditure. 

They had a Drainage Bill introduced the 
other day for a type of drainage that really 
should require no State contribution. The 
Government, however, assented to the 
measure in order’ to oil the” wheels of the 
scheme. There were demands for increased 
expenditure for the relief of unemployment. 

All along the Government, except in one 
or two cases where political points might be 
scored, were met with demands for increased 
expenditure. If the Government were to 
meet all those demands. £23,000,000.. would 
go only a short wag, and they would have 
a Budget running to, perhaps, double that 
sum, 3 | 

TWO SIDES. 

There were two sides to the question of 
economy. It was not always desirable merely 
to reduce expenditure. It was good to relieve 
the burden of taxation on taxpayers and on 
industry; but, on the other hand, it might be 
a disadvantage to the whole community, and 
particularly to the industrial portion of it, to 
reduce essential public services, 

Recentiy they had before the Dail a motion 
in connection with the old age pensions. 
roposals were stated to 
be madequate, and there was a fresh demand 
in respect of pensions for the blind. Demands 
were also made for increased iture of 
almost every other Government department. 
While always everyone said that there should 
he economy and a reduction of expenditure, 
nevertheless when they came to individual 
heads of expenditure there were demands íor 
increases, “Hé thought that the House should 
closer to the ground in digcussing those 
matters in future if they were to make any 
progress. If they faced the debates on the 
votes from a propagandist basis they would 
make no progress at all, ‘ 

INCONSISTENT. 

lie was anxious to reduce taxation in order 
to encourage enterprise, to induces ‘the in- 
dividual undertaker of industry to go ahead, 
but he had never taken the view that they 
could reduce expenditure by giving up certain 
services. Reduced expenditure and adequate 
services were inconsistent. 

He denied the allegation that the .Govern- 
meut was earrying on on an imperial scale, 
and mentioned that the salaries to the 
Judiciary and the higher civil servants were 
lower than those paid in the six counties or in 
lreland before the Free State was established. 

li was quite possible that if the members of 
the Government had organised the National 
Health Insurance system they “wonld have 
done it differently, but the system was estab- 

lished hefore the Free State, and they took it 
over. It would be very difficult, and even ex- 
pensive, to alter the machinery. : It might be 
that they had not the cheapest or most suit- 
able kind of system; but to set up. different 
machinery would disturb vested interests, and 
would. perhaps, mean applica ions for com- 
pensation. 

The country was suffering from a general 
economic slump, and sgricditublllats were hit 
by it.

“ PUNISH THE NORTH.” 

Mr. LEMASS—Do you say that the at- 
tc.pt to establish a Republic would lead to 
civil war? 

Mr. TIERNEY—How are you going to 
punish the North of Ireland without having 
civil war’ The people of this country should 
understand that the first item in the cam- 
paig. would be a war between the people 
of the Free State and the people of the six 
counties, 

Mr. F. CARTY (F.F., Donegal)—Where 
did you get that’ 

Mr. TIERNEY—From the leader of your 
party. He said that he would punish the 
people of the six counties. (Interruption 
from F.F. benches.) 

The howls of the Opposition, said Mr. 
Tierney, would come better from behind iron 
bars. He asked what sum of money would 
the Fianna Fail Minister for Finance ask 
the Dail to give in order to recoup the 
holders of the National Loan and other 
national stock for the loss of credit they 
would sustain in consequence of the policy 
of repudiating the land annuities and other 
responsibilities. Mr. Little’s proposal was 
that they could bring about economy by 
passing a vote of sympathy with the people 
of Egypt. (Laughter.} 

Sensible people could come to no other 
conclusion than that it would be a very bad 
day for the country if Fianna Fail ever got 
within a hundred miles ot power. In spite 
of its size the Fianna Fau Party was making 
a far worse job of its Opposition than the 
Labour Party, which had a smaller repre- 
sentation, was able to make. 

CHILDISH. 

Having criticised the ints made by 
Fianna Fail against the aad han so ex- 
penditure, he said that if he alone composed 
the Opposition he would make a better job 
of it than the whole of the party; even his 
four-year-old daughter, if she set out to do it, 
would make a better attempt. They would 
have a high expenditure on the Army and 
police as bes as the deputies of the 
Opposition continued to put forward as a 
national doctrine that anyone with a political 
bee in his bonnet had a right to murder his 
neighbour. 

Mr. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, South Dublin) 
—Who put that doctrine forward ? 

Professor TIERNEY said that so long as 
protection was sought for that type of man, 
and so long as the fiction was kept up by 
Deputy de Valera and his followers, between 
what they were pleased to call a constitu- 
tional agitation, and attempts by force to 
destroy the life of the nation; so long as these 
things were eing done in that House they 
should have a large Army and police force. 
If they wanted to cut down the police force 
and have real peace—there was little disorder 
in this country except a semi-political disorder 
fermented by the people belonging to the 
party on the Opposition benches 

Mr. DERRIG (Fianna Fail, 
IKilkenny)— You are a liar. 

, The SPEAKER—Where did 
rom?

WITHDRAWN. 

The SPEAKER—I think 
Derrig ought to withdraw. It is quite as 
possible what is said might be untrue. The 
word “har ” suggests it is untrue, and that 
the deputy knows what he is saying is untrue. 

Mr. DERKIG said that, in deference to the 
ruling of the chair, for which he had the 
greatest respect, he would withdraw. 

Mr. AIKEN—I submit that before you ask 
Deputy Derrig to withdraw you should first 
ask Deputy Gorey, because he called Deputy 
MacEntee a liar the other day, 

Mr.. COSGRAVE—I understood it 
withdrawn that day. 

The SPEAKER—He did not: he was not 
asked to. On the question of donble-dealine 
the statement might be hurtful, but it was 
not out of order in the parliamentary view. 

Mr. TIERNEY said that what he meant 
was that the Fianna Fail Party in the House 
had always adopted an attitude of trying 
to keep a foot in the constitutional camp and 
another in the camp that was not constitu- 
tional—a camp which was involved in using 
arms against the citizens of the country by 
other citizens of this country. He might say 
that they tried a third foot—(laughter)—in a 
third camp, but the lady there would hardly 
permit it. (Laughter.) 

They knew a great deal about Deputy de 
Valera’s idealistic campaign for a reduction 
ef salaries. He once told them that no man 
in the country was worth more than £500 
an year. But since he and his party went 
through the famous operation last August they 
decided that the value had gone up to £1,000. 
The attitude of mind that put forward that 
doctrine seemed to him to argue either very 
great innocence or something that was by no 
means innocence, With Deputy Little it was 
something not pure to earn more than £1,000 
km year, and a person should he compelled by 
law to put his character and ability at the 
service of any one who liked to ask for it. 
He would like to see that doctrine applied 
logically all round, and not confine it to civil 
servants. Why not apply it to doctors, 
lawyers and farmers? 

Mr. GOREY—And what? (Laughter.) 

NOTHING FINE. 

Professor TIERNEY said that civil servants 
were the only people on whom cheese-paring 
politicians could put their hands. There was 
nothing in this propaganda that was fine or 
ideal. It was designed by Fianna Fail for a 
type that they believed to be in a majority in 
the country—a mean ty of man, a type 
jealous of everyone earning more than him- 
self, and a type in general that was not able 
to make a decent living for himself. If Fianna 
Fail believed that they would get rates from 
that type of person by that type of policy 
they were welcome to such votes. (Hear, 
hear from the Government and Independent 
benches. ) 

THE TREATY QUESTION. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—The late Minister for 
Justice stated on the introduction of the Con- 
stitution on the Committee stage :— 

“Now, I hold that in the case of atreaty 
the position is simply that at any moment 
in the future the majority will of the Irish 
nation can publicly, and absolutely without 
dishononr, , repudiate that treaty if they 
consider it wise to do so. ... =. As 
long as the Treaty is the policy of the 
nation, the Treaty, in all its bearings and 
implications, must be the policy of the 
nation, and the nation wul stand honour: 
ably by that policy.” 

“That,” said Mr, Cosgrave, ‘‘is still our 
policy, and I invite deputies on the far side 
to examine the policy and its varying fortunes 
for the past tive years,” 

Mr. LEMASS (F,F., South Dublin)—I take 
it that when Deputy Tierney was talking of 
the foolish idea of a Republic, he was not 
expressing the President's views? 

Mr. COSGRAVE—When the deputy talks 
of a Republic [ would like to examine it in all 
its implications. If it be what the deputies 
on the other side take it to be, I say it is a 
joke, I am standing for the Treaty policy as 
it is, If the people of the country want any- 
thing else, I certainly will not take up arms 
or op them in any manner except ina con- 
stitutional way.

ED NEW’RUOLES, 

Except for the schedule of costs and the 
increased powers conferred on the county 
registrars, the difference between the existin 
rules of the Cireuit Court and’ the prpnoeed 
new rules is so slight, as to leave the laymen 
few points of comparison, 

Be tec be remembered that on the initiativ 
of the 
referred the old rules back to the Rule-Making 
Committee for consideration, with special re- 
ference to ** pleadings.’’ No effort has been 
made to meet the Senate in regard to this 
point, the Ministry of Justice contending, 
apparently, that so far from the Circuit Court 
being the successor of the old County Court, 
it is a sort of localised Supreme Court. 

Under the new rules it is proposed that 
where the amount recovered or involved ex- 
ceeds £100, costs shail be taxed under the 
present High Court scale, less one-third, 
actions in such connection including assault, 
breach of promise, libel or slander. 

The new rules confer powers of a 
remarkably wide range on the county 
registrar. Thus, he may appoint a 
guardian ad litem of an infant 
or person of unsound mind, or make 
an order for an injunction to an Under 
Sheriff to put a tenant into possession, cr 
make a summary judgment, or an order for 
the appointment of a Receiver by way cf 
pealtabte execution, etc. 

Where no appearance has been entered, and 
no consent to judgment has been lodged, plain- 
tiff or his solicitor can lodge with the county 
registrar a written request to have judgment 
entered with costs against the defendant for 
(a) any amount not exceeding that claimed 
in the summons and claim, together with w- 
terest from the date of the summons and 
claim to the date of judgment at the rate spe- 
cified in the summons and claim, or, if no 
rate be specified then at the bank rate current 
at the date of such judgment; or (b) for the 
relief to which he may be entitled on his 
claim, and in the case of a liquidated de- 
mand an affidavit setting forth the amount 
then actually due shall be lodged with such 
request.

rules make is the passage of siimnionses or 
writs through the Courts, and service by 
Court officers instead of by plaintiff solicitors.

A time when only the wealthy men in his

Building materials could be 
bought from the Continent at a price 535 per 
cent. cheaper than they could be bought in 
the Free State. The Government was to 
blame for not having taken steps to break 
the “ring,” which was a serious obstacle 
to the interests of the country, and was 
paralysing their industry and impoverishing 
the people. 

Mr, ti. SHEEHY (Govt., West Cork) said 
that three-fourths of the people were behind 
the Treaty, which was the foundation of 
Ireland's liberty. 

Dr. O’DOWD (F.F., Roscommon) said that 

the condition of the country called for a re- 
duction of expenditure. If the Government 
were unable to run the country at a smaller 
cost then it should step aside and let others 
try. 
‘De. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that from 
their speeches it was apparent that the 
occupants of the Government benches still 
thought that it was better to remain within 
the British Empire, but they had no objec- 
tion to any other party doing their best to 
defeat that policy.

** MURDERER.’’ 
THE SPEAKER’S WARNING TO 
DEPUTIES. 

On the motion for the adjournment of the 
House Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) called 
attention to the shooting in March, 1923, at 
Mountain Range. near Killorglin, Co, Kerry, 
of Frank O'Grady, who, he stated, was a 
prisoner at the time. The allegation was that 
O’Grady, who was the sole support of his 
parents, was in the custody of two Free State 
oficers, one of whom, addressing him as 
“Frank,” put out his hand to shake hands 
with him. At the same time O'Grady was 
felled to the ground with a blow from a 
Peter-the-Painter, and while on the ground 
was shot dead. 

If, said Dr. Ryan, an inquiry was ruled 
out by the Amnesty Act of 1924, he asked for 
favourable consideration in regard to com- 
pensation for the relatives. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, said that he was not in favour 
of holding an inquiry in view of the Amnesty 
Act. On the question of compensation, he 
said that if the deceased man had been a 
decent, law-abiding citizen, who had not 
taken up arms against the State, he would be 
inclined to think that there was a case fur 
compensation, but he was not prepared to 
recommend that people who waged war 
against the Irish people should be given 
ex gratia grants by the Government. 

The National Army had been used as a 
butt for the people who murdered members 
of the National Army. He was not fond of 
using the word “ murder ''— 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin 
City, North)—I am fond of using that word, 
and | will use it again, 

THE SPEAKER INTERVENES. 

Jhe SPEAKER--Y ou will not!wee it in this 
House. 1 will step the deputy from using it. 

Mr. O’KELLY—Noboedy in this House will 
prevent me from using it in reference to 
certain Ministers and Deputies here. 

The SPEAKER—Deputies will have to 
realize that the business of the House cannot 
be carried on on the basis of calling each 
other murderers.

NDUSTRY said that the Committee for the 
Relief of Unemployment was set up to report 
on the steps which might be taken for the 
immediate relief of meray eres generally 
within the limits set out in the terms of 
reference, 

The fact that there was ho specific reference 
to female unemployment in the report sug- 
gested what was generally recognised, that 
the problem of unemployment among female 
workers could not effectively be met by im- 
mediate or temporaryeesehemes. Certain 
important aspects of the matter had, how- 
ever, been the subject of consideration by the 
Commission on Technical Education, whose 
ceport was at present being examined, 
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OPPOSITION WALKS OUT, 
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A resolution was passed in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday expressing 
the opinion that provision should be made 
for the payment of £100 per annum to 
members of the Northern Senate who 
make declarations that, owing to in- 
sufficiency of means, the provision made 
by resolution of the Honse of Commons 
on March 18th, 1924, was insufficient to 
permit them to devote adequate time to 
the performance of their duties in the 
Senate. 

The Minister of Finance, in moving the 
resolution, said that under the former resolu- 
tion Senators receiyed two guineas for each 
sitting which they attended, with a maximum 
of eighty guineas per annum. In practice this 
did not meet all the necessities of the case, 
and the Government had agreed to the pro- 
posal to grant £100 per annum in addition 
to the two gnineas per sitting to those 
members who signed the necessary declara- 
tion. 

Mr. William McMullan (Labonr) said that 
he had no objection to the principle embodied 
in the resolution, although not in favour of 
a second House. He thought that the resolu- 
tion should not include a provision for sign- 
ing of a declaration, and that payment should 
be made upon exactly the same condition to 
all members. Those who did not desire the 
additional £100 should return it to the 
Ministry of Finance. 

Mr. P,Q’ Neill (Nationalist) said that on 
principle he was bound to oppose this resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. William | Grant 
supported the resolution. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) objected to the 
form of the resolution and suggested that it 
would lead to corruption. He moved the 
deletion of the sentence providing for the 
signing of a declaration. 

The Minister of Finance said that there was 
no necessity to pay all the members of the 
Senate, invelving an additional charge of 
£2,500 per annum, as the majority of the 
Senate were satisfied with the present 
arrangement, 

Mr. William MeMullan, who supported the 
amendment, thought that it was humiliating 
that members should be asked to sign a 
declaration of need, 

Mr. ‘Thomas Henderson 
Unionist) said that it was an inopportune 
time to increase the salary of anyone. He 
had just come from a mass meeting of four 
thousand unemployed, and there was great 
criticism of the exhorbitant “salaries of the 
Government.

He had no desire to support the suggestion 
that people should come from the Free State 
and take advantage of Northern Ireland’s in- 
Surance arrangements, neither did he desire 
that people should go from Northern Ireland 
and exploit the Free State fund. fe con- 
tended that this residence qualification would 
very unfairly affect numbers of people who 
emigrated from Northern Ireland for a time 
and later returned. These people would not 
be entitled to insurance benefit for three 
years. 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews) said 
that the hon, member had quite misunder- 
Stood the effect of the clause. The Ministry 
would make regulations to prevent all those 
undesirable things that Mr. M‘Mullan con- 
templated. Not one single Ulsterman or 
Ulsterwoman would be penalised under the 
clause. Mr. M‘Mullan had said that he had 
no desire that people should come in from 
the Free State and draw benefit in Northern 
Ireland and deprive Ulster people of employ- 
ment they would otherwise have. Mr. 
Andrews said that he was glad Mr. M‘Mullan 
was converted to his views, and he hoped 
that the next time Mr. M*‘Mullan went 
to the Free State he would declare 
that he had changed his opinion on 
this matter, 

i FROM THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. MeMullan said that if it was the 
Government's intention to protect Ulstermen 
and women they ought to have stated it 
clearly in the bill. He never advocated that 
poms should come from the Free State and 
exploit the Unemployment Fund of Northern 
Ireland. What he did advocate was reci- 
procal relations. ‘‘No one wants to come 
from the Free State to get employment here,”’ 
he declared, ‘‘ because there is no employment 
for the natives of the place.” x 

here were a number of other Labour 
amendments on the Order Paper, but Mr. 
Beattie said that it would be a waste of time 
making any speeches in favour of them, as 
no matter how answerable was the case put 
up the Government would not, or could not, 
accept them. 

Thereafter he simply rose to his feet, and 
said at each amendment, “TI formally move 
this amendment,’’ and Mr, Andrews, ihe 
Minister for Labour, replied in each case. 
‘The Government cannot accept this amend- 
ment.’’ 

This proceeding continued for some time, 
each amendment in turn being defeated. At 
one point Mr. Henderson (Ind.

INLAND FISHERIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE URISH TIMES 
Sirn,—The value of inland fishery varies 
from the point of view. Few of us, whether 
net men or rod men, consider the public first ; 


cern, From the public point of view suppl) 
and price are the important factors. The 
public demands the largest quantity of fish 
at the cheapest price. á 

The net fisher hopes for heavy catches 
while the price is still exaggerated by in 
sufficient supply. Those who commence to 
net in February have a grievance against the 
rivers which open a fortnight earher; for a 
January springer may fetch 4s, ód. per Ib. 
against 3s. or less in February. In this brief 
period ‘of enhanced prices “the public’’ are 
not interested, salmon then being an expensive 
‘luxury “; and withethe sybarite who asks 
for salmon when it is rare and costly we are 
not concerned, 

The rod angler hopes for early runs, 
knowing that spring fishing is the best fishing 
from every point of view. There is good 
water; fish are clean and strong, and one 
springer is worth two summer fish. It has 
now been established beyond doubt that 
spring-run salmon breed spying fish, while 
summer-run fish breed late runners. Further, 
the summer run of fish are small and inferior 
to the early ones. It follows that it is to the 
interest of all concerned im fishery to en- 
courage the increase of spring-run salmon. 

Upon the River Wye this has been effected 
most remarkably. In 1892 the total weight 
of salomn caught in that river was 60} tons. 
Over-netting resulted in the reduction of fish 
to 17 tons in 1901. The control of the river 
was then taken in hand with wisdom and 
energy, with the result that from a beggarly 
17 tons in 1901 the weight rose to 92 tons in 
1927. Rods accounted for 6,145 fish, averaging 
19ibs. apiece, while the nets, commencing in 
May, caught 4,662 fish, averaging 191 lbs. 
The average size of the Wve salmon has heen 
increased enormously by restricting and then 
abolishing the early netting. This is given 
as an illustration of the effects of wise control : 
the public benefit by an increase of 75 tons 
of salmon. 

The writer has just returned from Hereford.

To 
make sure of his water he had bought the 
farm on which it was sithated, paying £2.000 
for the farm and £2,500 for the fishing.—

RHODESIAN TOBACCO.

Sik,—I note that in your issue of the 17th 
March you draw attention to the growth of 
the tobacco industry in Empire countries, 
particularly South Rhodesia. One of the chief 
factors operating to establish and stimulate 
the growing of Empire tobacco is the fact 
that the Finance Act, 1926, stabilised the 2s. 
preference on Empire tobacco on the main 
rate of duty, and on other duties correspond- 
ingly, for a period of ten years from July 
ist, 1926, or for so long within that period 
as the duty on foreign tobacco is not reduced 
below this preference. 

The fact that Empire growers can look 
forward to a period of ten years during which 
this rate of preference cannot be disturned 
enhances the value of the preference to a 
very large extent, and we may now look forward 
to the time when the Empire will become 
self-supporting in this industry.—Yours, etc.,

CORK COUNTY COUNCIL'S 
DECISION,

language,

thev should be shown what had been done 
with their money for the past couple of 
vears. No report had been presented, as the 
Technical and Agricuiturat Committees had 
done. He thought £1,000 would be a 
hberal contribution, . Tt was aotorioug that a 
great number 6f country people had been 
complaining bitterly that too much time 
was spent in the National Schools in the 
teathing of Irish. ‘The teaching in the 
National Schools of the present day was not 
as good as it was thitty years ago. The 
County Council was not an educational body, 
He proposed an amendment that a halfpenny 
in the £ be raised. 

The amendment was defeated by thirty 
votes against six, and the resolution was 
carried, : 

A farthing in the £, equivalent to £500, 
was voted to the Tourist Development Asso- 
ciation funds.

In the House of Lords, Lords Buckmasier, 
Sumner, Wrenbury and Carson dismissed the 
appeal of the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue, who contended that the Countess 
of Longford, as guardian of her son, the pre- 
sent Earl, who at the relevant date was an 
infant, was liable to be super 
tax in respect of the total income of the Earl, 
notwithstanding that part only of such in- 
come was received by her and was below the 
limit of the total income upon which super 
tax was payable for the year under considera- 
tion.

the death of the Earl's father, in 
August, 1915, the Earl became legal tenant 
in tail in possession of the property com- 
»rised in a settlement, and the trustees paid 
vearly during the minority of the Earl a sum 
ot £2,500 for his maintenance and education, 
such payment being made to the Countess as 
his guardian. 
BELOW THE LIMIT. 
Following on a failure by the Countess to 


comply with a request to make a return of 


the total income of the Earl for the vear end. ' 


ing (5th April, 1917, the Commissioners 
assessed the Countess as the guardian of the 
Karl to super tax for that year in the sum of 
£12,000. On appeal the Special Commissioners 
held that the Countess was not liable to be 
assessed to super tax in respect of any income 
of the Earl which did not pass through her 
bands, and it being agreed that the income 
so passing was below the Jimit of total in- 
come upon which super tax was then payable, 
the Special Commissioners 4ischarged the 
assessment. 

This decision was confirmed by Mr. Justice 
Rowlatt and the Court of Appeal, and the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue appealed to 
the House of Lords. 

In a second appeal by the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue against the trustees the ques- 
tion at issue was whether the trustees were 
liable to be assessed to super tax In respect 
of the total income of the Earl. 

NO AUTHORITY. 

In deciding against the Commissioners, Mr, 
Justice Rowlatt pointed out that there Was 
no difficulty either in assessing an infant 
directly to super tax or im recovering Pay- 
ment of the amount so assessed. He came to 
the conelusion that there was no authority 
for the assessment to super tax of the trustees 
or guardians. ‘This decision was also athrmed 
by the Court of Appeai 
“Lord Sumner, in moving that the appeal 
dismissed, ‘that he thought 
bad and ought to be dis- 
charged. The Countess of Longíord, as 
guardian of the infant Earl, had not the 
control or management of his property at all. 
She simply laid out for his benefit such sums 
as his trustees thought fit to assign for his 
maintenance, and placed in her hands, but 
the money remained vested in them im trust 
and was subject to their control ot manage- 
ment,

THE IRISH ESTATES. 

After an interest in the Bedfordshire 
estates, vested in the Earl in 1918, be was 
heneficially entitled to the income oí two 
trust properties the Irish estates, in which 
his interest had taken efiect in 1915,sand the 
Ledivrdshive estate, the trustees in each case 
being diflerent separately assessed. 
The management of the the 
iufant meant the management of all the 
property of the infant in respect of which the 
trustees were charged, amd these words were 
part of the description of the persons charge- 
able. Such really was the position with 
regard to income tax. As applied to super 
tax charged on a trustee of a part of the 
whole income to which the beneficiary was 
entitled the matter was otherwise, If persons 
having the management of some of the 
property of the miant were intended to be 
included in this description the definite article 
“the ” must have been omitted, In connec- 
tion with super tax such an intention would 
have been entirely out of place, 

INCOME TAX, 

The personal liability for an additional 
duty of income tax levied on the total income 
of the beneficiary, as ascertained by a com- 
plete enumeration of all sources, subject only 
to certain authorised deductions upon a 
trusiee who held a part only of the bena- 
ficiaries’ entire property, and that part 
possibly only a small one, or a part yieldin, 
no mcome, would be a travesty of ration i 
taxation.

At Carndonagh District Court on Tuesday 
Bernard Doherty, a farmer, living at Letter, 
Clonmany, was returned for trial on bail on 
charges of having rescued two cows and two 
calves lawfully distrained for rates and 
assaulted Guard Patrick Fox. 

Edward J. Doherty, rate collector, Carn- 
donagh, said that, accompanied by the court 
messenger, who was assisting him as drover, 
and Guards Fox and Mahon, Clonmany, he 
went to the lands of Bernard Lanigan and 
Annie Mulgrew, at Letter, and seized two 
cows and two calves. When they were taking 
the cattle away three or four men came 
running towards them. Doherty, who was 
carrying a shotgun, came over the fence and, 
chasing them with two dogs, hunted away the 
cattle. He never got the cattle back. 

Guard Fox said that the defendant 
threatened to blow his brains out, but after- 
wards opened the gun and said that it was 
not loaded. He added, ' You will not seize 
those cattle to-day,’’ and then he “‘ hunted us 
with two dogs, scattering us all over the 
countryside.” 

When arrested the defendant said, ‘‘ When 
I saw the cattle they were on my own land,”

‘ACTION. bean; 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON) 

An action came on for hearing in which 
Sante Staffieri, of 30 Main street, Donny- 
book, claimed against Frederick R, G. Ker- 
wick, of 48 Leeson Park, Dublin, to have 


an account taken of partnership dealings 


between them in a business carried on at 67 
Middle Abbey street, Dublin, under the name 
of the Italo-lrish Wine Import Company, and 
an injunction to restrain defendant from pos- 
sessing himself of, or disposing of, or charging 
any part of the moneys, property, assets or 
estate of or belonging to the partnership. 

The statement of claim set out that by an 
agreement dated the 2nd January, 1926, made 
between the plaintiff. and defendant, they 
contracted to enter into a partnership for the 
purpose of carrying on the business of im- 
porting wines and other products from Italy, 
and selling them in premisés to be acquired. 
A .document was prepared and delivered te 
the plaintiff, from which it: appeared that 
the partnership should..commence on, the 1st 
January, 1926, and continue’ for twelve 
months; and thereafter+until determined by 
six months’ notice in writing. Defendant had 
another document from which certain of the 
words in plaintiff's document were omitte™ 
From the ist January. 1927, the defendant 
claimed and insisted upon the right to carry 
on.-thé ‘business at Middle, Abbey street 
entirely on his own account, and ‘acted in a 
manner inconsistent with the terms of the 
partnership. 

The defendant, in his defence, admitted the 
execution of the agreement of the 2nd 
January, 1926, but denied that the agreement 
or its purport were accurately therein set 
out. By . direction of the plaintiff 
und the defendant the ‘draft of the acreentent 
was altered so that Article I. read that the 
partnership’ should commence from the 1st 
January, 1926, and continue for ‘twelve 
months, or if continued thereafter until 
determined by six months’ notice, in writing, 
given by either of the partners, such notice 
to terminate-on either the Ist January or 
the Ist July in any year. By a clerical 
error this alteration was.made in one only of 
the engrossments. . Under the agreement: the 
partnership was determined on the: ólst 
December, 1926 . i; 

The. defendant denied that he claimed and 
insisted upon the right to carry on the _ busi- 
ness.entirely on his own account, or that 
he acted in a manner inconsistent with the 
terms of the partnership, as alleged; and he 
counterclaimed a declaration that the agree- 
ment in his possession was binding, that the 
partnership was determined or dissolved on 
the 3lst December, 1926, and an account. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the action 
was more in the nature of one for the 
rectification of documents, and ‘it seemed to 
him that the only thing he had to decide 
was whether the partnership was really in 
existence. 3 ' 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

CLAIM BY BENEFICTARIES. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON, 

The hearing of the action of Yorke and 
others against Farrell and Skelly was 
resumed. 

The plaintiffs are Maria Yorke, widow of 
Thomas Yorke, late of Barry, Co. Long- 
ford, and six of her children, of the Irish 
Book. Store, 387 Reconquista, Buenos 
Ayres, and they claimed as universal 
legatees under the will of the deceased man 
a declaration that the defendants Patrick 
Farrell, of Listobbit, Tashinny, and Patrick 
Skelly, of Ballymahon, Co. Longford, who 
were sued as executors, were liable to make 
good to the estate all loss which had 
accrued or might accure by reason of the 
allegedd breach of trust, and default of the 
deíendaws in not administering the estate; 
and to Bhve the estate administered by the 
Court. ; 

The defendants denied the allegations in 
the statement of claim, and the. defendant 
Skelly denied that he acted as ' executor. 

One of the matters alleged by the plain- 
tiffs was. that. a deposit receipt for. £600, 
with interest amounting to £8 11s. 7d., which 
was part. of the assets of the:deceased man, 
bequeathed to his wife and children, had 
been withdrawn from the bank by. the 
defendants, who. did not cause the 
mdey to be handed -over to the 
beneficiaries or make any attempt to trace 


them: and. in answer, to that it was ‘stated 


that the full residue of the money, after the 
payment of the deceased man's debts, . was 
lodged on deposit receipt in the bank, and 
that the beneficiaries could not be traced. 

It was stated also, on behalf of the defen- 
dant Farrell, who is an old man, that the 
money he paid was paid by direction of the 
solicitor who was acting for him, as proper 
payments due by the deceased man, and 
that the balance, amounting to over £580, 
was lodged on. deposit receipt, but during 
the bank raids of 1920 old Farrell considered 
that it was unsafe that this money should be 
left in the bank, and he took it out and hid it 
in his own: house, he not having found out 
who the beneficiaries were.

O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. Farrell and 
Co.), appeared for the defendant Farrell, 
said that he did not know that his chent 
would have considered even the Court as safe 
as his own cottage, but the really striking 
thing was that this poor ignorant countryman, 
living in a-little bog in Longford, kept this 
money during those years, while the bene- 
ficiaries might’ have been dead and gone, 
and left it intact because it. did not belong 
to him. 

An agreement was reached between the 
parties following the hearing of the evidence 
of Patrick Farrell. 

Mr.. Leonard stated that he had seen his 
client, and had put it to him that it would 
be hard lines on the people in Buenos Ayres 
if administration went on and he got his 
costs, because there would be very little for 
the beneficiaries, and with his client’s consent 
he made. the suggestion that, on handing 
over £450 within one week, and waiving any 
claim ta costs out of the estate, the action 
should be dismissed against him: That sug- 
gestion was made by his client alone, and was 
not to be taken as an admission of liability 
if it were not accepted. 

Counsel representing the various’ parties 
having consulted, it was announced that it 
had been agreed that on payment to Mr.

any claim against the estate of the deceased 
man by any person other than the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he thought 
that that was a very fair settlement, and he 
not only approved it but expressed his satis- 
faction with it. He added that he was 
very much impressed by the evidence and the 
conduct of the defendant Farrell,

Minister for Defence 
and the Attorney-General of the Free State 
was listed, the plaintiffs seeking to obtain 
an. order giving them leave to mark final 
judgment against the defendants for £454 
lls. 4d. for work done in connection with the 
handing over of the camp. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
Arthur Cox and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs in support of the motion, and read an 
affidavit made by Mr. John Conlan, one of 
the directors of the plaintiff company, in 
which he stated that the main part of the 
claim was for work which was done and 
jonrneys whith were made by diréctors amú 
servants of the plaintiff company acting for, 
and -at the request of, the military authori- 
ties Of the Provisional Government of the 
Free State in and about the completion of 
an itemised valuation. of the contracts of 
Finner Camp. 

Counsel also read an affidavit in reply 
made by Mr. Thomas James, Donore road, 
Dublin, in which he stated that in February, 
1922, he held the rank of Staff Captain in the 
Atmy of the Provisional Government, and 
subsequently in the National Army. In 
February, 1922, hé was ordered to take over 
Finner. Camp from the British Forces. He 
proceeded to Bundoran, and called at the 
wemises of the plaintiffs, where he saw Mr. 
Mr. John Conlan and told him his business. 
Mr. Conlan said that hes was going to Fin- 
ner Camp, which was close to Bundoran, on 
the following morning in connection with 
furniture, his property, which was there. He 
asked Mr. Conlan if he-would give him 
some assistance in the making of an inven- 
tory of the permanent fixtures in the camp, 
and Mr: Conlan agreed to do so. ‘The two 
of them went together to the Camp on 
three days, during which Mr. Conlan spent 
on an average about five hours per day assist- 
ing deponent in making an inventory. ‘The 
work consisted solely of checking the per- 
manent fixtures in the Camp from inventory 
Sheets supplied by the British military 
authorities. He never at any time requested 
the ——— to make an itemised valuation 
of the contents of the camp, as alleged.
